steam ship em ploym ent committing as­ 
sault and robbery upon one Edward 
Frazier, whom they term ed a “scab.' 
F razier’s ear was cut off when he had 
been put Tinder the influence of knock­ 
out drops, and then the thing was sent 
through the mails to President Harry 
Caulbv of the 
Pittsburg Steamship 
company at Clev eland. 
The men arrested were all staying 
at a sailors’ boarding house at 50 
W est street. 
They are Joan Meyers, 
Robert Cochrane. Hcnr> 
Moran, all 
sailors, and Michaui Kane, who says 
he is a laborer. 
They are charged 
with acting in concert .a the commis­ 
sion of an assault, m utilation and rob­ 
bery of Edward Frasier, a machinist. 
Inspector Oldfie d udis the story. 
For year« , he sav e, there has been 
trouble along the lake bl.or*3 between 
ship owners and those employed to op­ 
erate them. 
Assaults, property dam ­ 
ages and 
som etimes m urders hav e 
been the sequels to some of t*>e bitter 
est disputes.

Edward Frazier waa out of a job in 
Sault Ste. Marie early this sum m er 
and he shipped as a deck hand on an

and the following morning he set out 
for the Lake C arriers’ association, just 
after he had been paid off. 
On the 
way he met a man w-ho was supposed 
to be a walking delegate of the Ma­ 
rine Firem en's union. 
They scraped 
a casual acquaintance and drank to­ 
gether at a saloon. 
Then Frazier 
went his way. 
R eturning he stopped 
in the saloon to see his friend. 
The 
man was not there, but Frazier found 
him self the center of a genial group 
of sailors. 
They all drank together, 
and then the others suggested that all 
adjourn to Henry E ngesser’s place. 
T here was more drinking here, and 
then Frazier suddenly saw’ the floor 
jum p up at biin. 
He remem bered 
nothing further. 
The authorities, howev er, say that 
they will be able to produce witnesses 
who saw fiv e men carrying the uncon­ 
scious form of Frazier through the 
rear door of the saloon into a yard 
and then proceed to cut off his left ear 
and slasb him in sev eral parts of the 
body with a long knife. 
The $35 pay which he had just re­ 
ceiv ed was taken from him, and as a 
final touch the men pasted a large 
sticker ov er his right eye which bore 
the union label.

Frazier awoke to find himself alone 
in the rear yard.

That alone repays 
the purchase money of the entire ter­ 
ritory nearly tw enty-tw o times ov er. 
In 19 09 the gold production was $20.- 
463.000, 
an 
increase 
of 
$1.17 0.18 2, 
about 6 per cent ov er the production 
of 19 08 . the largest yield since 19 00. 
the year of greatest production. 
The 
Yukon placers yielded their largest a n­ 
nual output in 19 00, the Tanana Val­ 
ley cam p leading with $10.150,000. 
Of 
this am ount the F airb ank s district pro­ 
duced $9 .050.000. 
An im portant fea­ 
ture of the year’s m ining was the con­ 
tinued success of dredging in the F or­ 
ty Mile district. All the placer cam ps 
were prosperous except those of the 
Seward peninsula, w here dry w eather 
curtailed the output. 
The discov ery of gold placers in In- 
noko v alley caused a mov ement of 
population In 19 09 which promises to 
be im portant. 
T housands of prospec­ 
tors and miners flocked there from all 
parts of Alaska and also from outside 
the territory. 
Although the district 
may not support the large population 
it has acquired, it seems to offer a 
promising field for exploitation. 
The 
19 09 output is estim ated a t from $300.- 
000 to $400,000. 


Clamor Stop* Coal Production. 
There was no progress In coal mining 
in 19 09 . 
Not only was there no indus­ 
trial 
adv ance, b u t in some regions 
there was decided retrogression. 
The 
long delay In the issuance of patents 
to coal lands and the popular clam or 
against all Alaskan coal claim ants has 
discouraged claim ants and inv estors. 
It should be hoped, says the Surv ey, 
th a t ft may soon be possible to dev ise 
some reasonable or satisfactory m eans 
of exploiting A laska’s wealth in coal. 
Coal is widely distributed in A laska; 
the only fields which can yield coal for 
export are those In the Pacific slope 
prov ince. 
The coal in these fields In­ 
cludes the lignitic or bituminous coals 
of southeastern Alaska. Cook inlet, the 
Soaltna basin and the Alaska penin­ 
sula, as well as the high grade fuels 
of the Bering riv er and the M antanus- 
ka fields, constituting about 40 per 
cent of the so fa r known coal area 
of Alaska. 
It includes also at least 
9 0 per cent of the known bitum inous 
and higher grade coals of the terri­ 
tory. 
Aud ev en yet ov er one-half of 
this prov ince is geologically alm ost un­ 
known. and fu tu re surv eys may dis­ 
cov er other coal bearing areas. 
The 
sam e is true of the central prov ince, 
of which almost four-fifths is still un­ 
known geologically. 
In the other fifth 
some coal areas are already know n at 
widely separated points. 
The coal fields of northern Alaska, 
em bracing v ery extensiv e deposits ly­ 
ing north of the arctic circle, are too 
rem ote to hav e any present im portance 
and must be regarded simply as p art 
of the ultim ate fuel resources of the 
world. 
Land Prices Abov e Av erage. 
Priced a t ev en only half a cent a ton 
*i the ground, the best A laska coal 
..,nds are worth from $50 to $500 an 
acre, v alues fa r abov e the av erage 
price of bituminous coal lands in the 
United States. 
T he m arket for the coal of Alaska 
will Ik* found within the territory itself 
and in the Pacific states. 
The present 
m arket for coal in Alaska cannot sup­ 
port the largo mining operations re­ 
quired for commercial success. 
The 
Pacific states are now supplied by the 
coal fields of California and Oregon 
and in minor p art by the fields of the 
Rocky m ountain region and those of 
British Columbia and Australia. 
Some 
Pennsylv ania and W est Virginia coal 
is also shipped to the Pacific coast. 
A laska’s coal m ust com pete w ith these, 
and especially w ith fuel oil from Cali­ 
fornia. 
The completion of the P anam a canal 
may enable eastern operators to de­ 
liv er high grade coal on the Pacific 
coast at prices about the sam e as 
those th a t can la* offered by operators 
in Alaska. 
O ther com peting fields will 
be those of Vancouv er island and New 
South Wales. 
More railw ays are essential to the 
dev elopment and success of coal m in­ 
ing In Alaska. 
At present the v ast ter­ 
ritory has only about 37 0 miles of rail­ 
way,* distributed am ong nine different 
fty stems 
The present industrial adv ancem ent 
of Alaska is small compared w ith th a t 
which will take place when railw ays to 
tidew ater are constructed. 
As It is the 
coal 
which will furnish the export 
tonnage necessary to support railw ays 
bulR for opening the coal fields, It Is of 
first Im portance to the v aluable terri*

T ests are now to be m ade of bronze, 
containing 10 per cent of alum inium , 
which, if adopted, will reduce the 
w eight by one-half.

they m ay not be m istaken for tw enty 
franc pieces.

New York, Sept. 15.—Aloph Rotb- 
barth, representativ e In A m erica of 
the largest hop dealing firm in the 
world, Rothbarth & Co., of Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, London, St. P etersburg 
and New York, is in the Tombs, a con­ 
fessed bank swindler. 
His v ictims 
were the M ercantile National bank, 
which, according to the district a tto r­ 
ney’s office, is out $ 58,000, and the Lib­ 
erty National bank, which holds $ 75,- 
000 of his fraudulent notes. 
After tw enty years 
of honorable 
dealing as the New York agent of a 
firm whose credit is internalionally 
good, R othbarth, in 1905, m ade up his 
mind that he wanted to be a million­ 
aire and get hin million quick. 
He ad­ 
v entured in 
Wall street, played 
the 
bull end of 
the m arket, put up 
for 
m argins cash that he had obtained 
from the banks on the strength of im­ 
peccable business statem ents, and was 
ruined in the panic of 1907. 
T here­ 
after 1 e plrycd a. confidence gam e with 
three banks, the M ercantile, the Lib­ 
erty and the National Park bank, keep­ 
ing each institution ignorant of his 
borrowing from the others and floating 
his hop business with the proceeds of 
false statem en ts of credit and cash. 
Now, with 
the w ritten ev idence of 
his frauds in the hands of District At­ 
torney W hitm an, his $ 400,000 business 
reduced to the v alue of a desk and 
two or thr^e office chairs, and the fear 
that he m ay hav e ruined the prospects 
of his G erm any brothers who were in­ 
nocent of his transactions, R othbarth 
says he wants to go to prison for the 
longest term the law 
can prov ide. 
This happens in his case to be ten 
years. 
He said that he liv ed through 
a hell of sleeplessness and that he was 
glad the banks had laid him by the 
heels. 
His gam e was a swindle of the sim ­ 
plest v ariety.

& Co. as his best trum p and 
for a second his own prev ious credit 
with the banks that deal largely in 
commercial paper. 
The banks nev er 
suspected that he was a sw indler until 
three days ago, so closely did he play 
his cards. 
Upon the basis of repu ta­ 
tion and credit he built fraudulent 
statem en ts of the condition of M artin 
R othbarth 
& Co., the Am erican brancn 
of the R othbarth's hop business, pro­ 
v iding the banks with utterly im ag­ 
inary figures concerning bills r*» ceiv a- 
ble and cash. 
For years the M ercan­ 
tile had no suspicion that he was a 
heav y borrower from the Liberty, the 
Liberty was unaw are that the M ercan­ 
tile held his notes, and the National 
Park accepted his statem en t that he 
was borrowing from it alone.

three banks the National P ark alone 
gets out without loss. 
Like the bills of lading forger sev ­ 
eral years ago who was caught be­
